F arrm ers of all states are expected 
to unite in a discussion of ways and 
m eans to rem edy a condition term ed 
“ wasteful and iniquitous in the ex­ 
tre m e ’’ by the com m ittee in its m eet­ 
ing notice. 
Surveys will be made prior to the 
w inter gathering th at will show the 
m ovem ent of crops such as livestock, 
grain, cotton and 
hay.

whole 
milk problem and its relation to city 
<y|stributton will be worked out. 
Practical p l a n s 'will be draw n for 
elim inating 
waste,

Bird lovers throughout the land are 
seeking ways and means of increas­ 
ing the num ber of birds and of attract­ 
ing them to the vicinity of homes. 
While tile basis for this movement 
is in part esthetic, to no small degree 
such efforts are based on a growing 
appreciation of the usefulness of birds 
as insect destroyers. 
The increase of 
interest in wild birds throughout the 
United States during tile past decade 
ha:* been phenomenal, and organiza­ 
tions having for their chief object tile 
care and protection of birds are num­ 
bered by hundreds, if not thousands. 
Civic leagues and women’s clubs 
have been especially active in a t­ 
tem pts to attract birds to city parks 
and suburbs, with a view to bringing 
wild life to tile doors of those denied 
the privilege of knowing it in wilder 
districts. 
Two publications issued during the 
year designed to aid and advance this 
movement—"Bird Houses and How to 
Build Them" and "How to A ttract 
Birds iii N ortheastern United States” 
—constitute m anuals on the m eans of 
attracting birds and fill a widespread 
and continually growing demand. Tile 
bulletins discussing m ethods of at­ 
tracting birds is the first of a series 
planned to cover all sections of the 
United States. 
Special attention 
is 
given to the kinds of fruit-bearing 
shrubs and trees important as furnish­ 
ing food for birds.—Report of Chief of 
Bureau of Biologieal Survey, 1915.

Tile m ost severe indictment drawn 
against light tackle for beach casting 
with clam bait is the difficulty of keep­ 
ing on tile soft baits most desired witli 
lite short, hard swing and centrifugal 
force developed by the short radius 
of a fiv e foot tip in giving the impetus 
to the sinker necessary to attain good 
distance.

Much clam is wasted because ang­ 
lers have lacked the inventive genius 
to m ake full use of the entire meat. 
By tile mosquito-bar method, the en­ 
tire inside of the bivalve can be made 
to do good service; fewer clam s will 
last the day, the expense for bait may 
be cut in two, and the nasty features 
of handling gummy stuff is reduced by 
tile longer time the prepared baits 
last and the greater ease of attaching 
them to tile hook, which can be stuck 
through any old way and buried out 
of the sight of a corbina completely. 
The soft belly can be employed, and 
it keeps on giving off juice and a t­ 
tracting the fish longer than any other 
portion of tile bait. 
Clams too soft 
to stay on the hook can be utilized, as 
it lias been proved that surf fish do 
not shy at bait that is “far on its way,’’ 
and will not stand casting. 
This idea is commended to corbina 
chasers with the hope that it will 
prove one of the biggest "boosts” the 
game ever has had through removing 
most of tile objectionable features, 
and reducing the others.
